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British Guiana Is 
Approved By Experts 
For Refugee Colonies 


British Cool to Project

LONDON—The British govern- 


ment is not enthusiastic about 
possibilities for settlement of 
refugees in British Guiana, it 
was learned reliably. A White 
Paper covering the government's 
policy was believed to assert that 
there were only limited possibili- 
ties for refugee settlement. It 
was not expected that the state- 
ment would announce financial 
support by the government for 
colonization in Guiana.

LONDON—The first concrete re- 


sult of the Intergovernmental Ref- 
ugee Committee’s world-wide 
search for new havens for refugees 
emerged this week when an Anglo- 
American expert’s committee unan- 
imously approved utilization of un- 
cultivated territory in British 
Guiana and the British govern- 
ment drafted a statement approv- 
ing colonization in its South 
American colony. It was expected 
that the committee’s report, with- 
out appendices, would be published 
this week and that Colonial Secre- 
tary Malcolm MacDonald would 
make a statement in the House 
of Commons, issuing a White Pa- 
per containing the government’s 
policy. 

The commission reported very 
favorably on Guiana’s possibilities 
and agreed that the colony could 
absorb large numbers of refugees 
after a comparatively short period 
of pioneering work. The commis- 
sion discovered a large belt of 
fertile black soil in the interior 


of the colony, the existence of}, 


which had previously been un- 
known. The commission also re- 
ports the observations of individ- 
ual members, who expressed them- 
selves as most optimistic about the 
possibilities, provided a prepared 
and well organized scheme of col- 
onization is followed. The British 
government indicated willingness 
to assist in a solution of the refu- 
gee problem. It is believed that 
the government will take the nec- 
essary measures to open the col- 
ony to refugees. It is believed 
that when the plans for settlement 
are drawn up, they will provide 
that a large proportion of the set- 
tlers will be drawn directly from 
Germany. At the same time there 
will be a drawing off of refugees 
from countries of temporary shel- 
ter in Europe to make room for 
others from the Reich. 

The opening of British Guiana 
will, it is believed in informed 
quarters here, result in a consid- 
erable improvement in the refugee 
situation. Progress is being made 
in the establishment of a corpora- 
tion to finance refugee settlement 
in overseas countries and an im- 
provement in the German attitude 
toward emigration. 

A change for the better in the 
emigration situation is expected as 
result of the recent visit to Berlin 
of Robert T. Pell, vice-director of 
the Intergovernmental Refugee 
Committee. In recent months,

Prices For Killing 
By Arabs Decline

JERUSALEM—Wages for mur- 


der have fallen by half in Palestine 
lately as a result of depletion. of 
the terrorists’ treasury due to wan- 
ing support from the Arab popu- 
lace. 

As a consequence of the British 
army’s success in breaking up large 
gangs terrorizing the countryside, 
individual political assassinations 
in the cities have assumed new 
prominence, but, according to in- 
formation obtained by the J. T. A., 
the Arab assassins are now being 
paid cut-rates as follows: For mur- 
dering an Arab, 5 pounds; an Eng- 
lishman, 3 pounds; a Jew, 1\ pound. 

The seeming anomaly of a higher 
bounty for killing an Arab than an 
Englishman or Jew is explained by 
the fact that this is the most dan- 
gerous assignment of all, since in 
accordance with the unwritten Arab 
law, the victim’s relatives must not 
rest until they have taken revenge. 
They have underground ways of 
discovering the identity of the as- 
sassin more effective than the fa- 
cilities of the police, and since most 
Arabs secretly possess guns, they 
have the means for executing ven- 
geance. 

Killing an Englishman does not 
present the same hazard, but as all 
Englishmen in Palestine, including 
civilians, carry licensed firearms, it 
is still regarded as a more danger- 
ous job than murdering a Jew, and 
accordingly brings an intermediate 
payment. As for Jews, most of 
them are still unarmed, so they are 
regarded as easy marks. 

These prices are paid for killing 
ordinary citizens. There is a spe- 
cial schedule of bonuses for certain 
prominent personages. The price 
placed on the head of Fakhri Na- 
shashibi, “moderate” Arab leader 
and outspoken opponent of the for- 
mer Mufti of Jerusalem, for in- 
stance, is 100 pounds or a job at a 
good salary on the staff of the 
Mosque of Omar in Jerusalem—a

The bill, designed to 
bar activities by uniformed groups 
such as the German-American 
Bund, was introduced by Joe R. 
Hanley, senate majority leader, 
and Oswald D. Heck, speaker of 
the assembly, at the request of 
Edwin F. Jaeckle, chairman of the 
Republican State Executive Com- 
mittee. Those convicted under the 
law would be subject to imprison- 
ment for not more than a year or 
a $1,000 fine, or both. 

In a letter to Hanley and Heck, 
Jaeckle said: “Enclosed herewith 
is a draft of an amendment to the 
penal law designed to prohibit in 
New York State vicious, un-Ameri- 
can propaganda and demonstra- 
tions in sympathy with foreign 
countries and in conflict with 
American principles. I sincerely 
hope that you will use your influ- 
ence to bring about introduction 
and passage of this bill in the leg- 
islature. 

“Tt goes without saying that 
groups masquerading dishonorably 
in the guise of foreign adherents 
have incited bitterness and* strife 
in this state, particularly because 
of the intolerance and racial prej- 
udice which they advocate. The 
unpatriotic and subversive conduct 
of such groups is a constant men- 
ace to the peace, and 
good-will of the people of our 
state, and the entire United States 
for that matter.” 

Speaker Heck and Jaeckle are 
of German descent. The speaker’s 
father is publisher of an anti-Nazi 
German-language paper in Sche- 
nectady.

LONDON—It had been hoped 


that the drawing of countries such 
as Rumania and Poland into closer 
alliance with Great Britain and 
France would result in moderating 
influences being strengthened and 
general improvement in the Jewish 
position. The wholehearted support 
given by the Jewish populations of 
both these countries to defense ac- 
tivities of their governments would 
also, it was thought, be appreciated 
and governments calling for their 
nationals to arms for the defense 
of the Fatherland would not be so 
ungracious as to proceed at the 
same time with measures degrad- 
ing these citizens or depriving 
them of their rights. 


Well, at the same time as the 
Rumanian Government had thou- 
sands of Jews under arms in the 
detachments rushed to protect the 
frontiers, the process of revision 
of citizenship of Jews was being 
continued and the State Liquor 
Monopoly was cancelling the li- 
censes of Jewish veterans wounded 
in the Great War and of the wid- 
ows of Jews who fell fighting for 
Rumania then. And one Bucharest 
newspaper was permitted to come 
out with a special number featur- 
ing articles on ritual murder. 


And while Poland called tens of 
thousands of young Jews to the 
colors and cheerfully accepted the 
hundreds of thousands of zlotys 
contributed by the Jews voluntarily 
to the national defense loans, her 
Foreign Minister was in London 
explaining to the British Govern- 
ment that Poland had too many 
Jews and making British agree- 
ment to help Poland solve this 
problem part of the price to keep 
Poland out of the arms of Hitler. 


Just as soon as there is a lull 
in the tension, you can expect to 
hear of “surplus Jews” in Eastern 
Europe again.

Experiment Proposed

The Editor’s Chair: 

Early last year, Charles Strull, 
head of the refugee committee in 
Louisville, asked me if I had a 
job on my staff for a German 
refugee. Of course I couldn’t use 
anyone who spoke English only 
brokenly, and who although well 
versed and learned in German, 
could be of no value to an English- 
Jewish newspaper. So I said that 
I was sorry, but it would be im- 
possible for me to help out. 

The thought, however, must 
have stuck with me, for about 
three days later it occurred to me 
that a refugee would make a per- 
fect circulation salesman. Natur- 
ally he would call only on Jewish 
people, and the double appeal of 
refugee and Anglo-Jewish news- 
paper should be effective. 

So Mr. Strull sent me the refugee 
and I put him to work. He went 
throughout the state, although he 
didn’t even know the city, and he 
made many contacts. Everyone 
was kind and helpful. His English 
soon improved and he secured a 
more fundamental knowledge of 
the locality in which he was set- 
tling than many men who have 
lived here all their lives. 

The refugee stayed with me for 
about three or four months. In 
that time he was able to sign 
affidavits for the visas for his wife 
and small child, and everyone was 
happy. He saved his money like 
our parents probably did when 
they first came to this nation, and 
in many cases would not spend 
even for food. 

But soon my refugee came to 
tell me that he was leaving me. 
He had saved enough money to 
buy a second-hand truck, and was 
making an arrangement with a 
laundry to solicit business on a 
commission basis. Of course I had 
no complaint. He had been a very 
diligent and successful employee. 
And now he is earning a steady 
income and is very happy. 

This summer I employed another 
refugee. He is as honest as a 
mailman and has as much pride 
as King George. I have seen him 
baw] out a prospective subscriber 
who offered him $2 instead of $1.50 
so that he could keep the extra 
money. In fact, if you know your 
refugees, most of them are that 
way. 

But last week he went to a small 
town in northern Indiana. Only five 
Jewish-families reside there. He 
called on the leader in the commu- 
nity, a man who is on many state- 
wide committees. And do you know 
what our refugee was told. It was 
explained to him how disgraceful it 
was for him to solicit subscriptions

Current Comment 


The General Jewish Council Comes in for More 
Criticism From the Buffalo Jewish Review and 
the Reconstructionist—The following excerpt from 
an editorial, reprinted from the Reconstructionist, 
is a timely examination of the General Jewish 


Council, formed of the four big organizations for 
the purpose of bringing about unity in American 
Jewish life: 

“Last August in Pittsburgh there was formed 
the General Council for Jewish Rights (since re- 
named the General Jewish Council) embracing 
representatives of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, the American Jewish Congress, the B’nai 
B’rith and the Jewish Labor Committee. Hope 
was then expressed by individual Jews and or- 
ganizations that this new General Council spelled 
the end of chaos and shtadlanut in American Jew- 
ish life, and that henceforth American Jewry 
could look forward confidently to a responsible 
and effective centralized leadership. 

“But what leadership has the General Council 
for Jewish Rights manifested in the latest crisis? 
Have the constituent organizations and individual 
members been called upon to express their protest 
in some concrete fashion? Has any attempt been 
made to mobilize the masses in organized protest 
and to translate their indignation into effective 
action? The most that the council has done, so 
far as the public record is concerned, is to issue 
a statement declaring that “it is our hope that 
... the people of this and other countries, having 
expressed their sense of courage, will join in a 
determined effort not alone to save the victims 
of oppression in lands across the sea but to pre- 
serve the institutions of democracy and the se- 
curity of our civilization.” 

Jews of America, looking for leadership, find 
themselves left instead like sheep without a shep- 
herd. And they seize upon various well-meant 
but rather pathetic devices for carrying on the 
terrible necessary fight against anti-Semitism by 
themselves. We are, for instance, being threat- 
ened with an epidemic of buttons. There is the 
button of the Jewish War Veterans, “Fight Com- 
munism,” which is supposed to take the eye of 
every Gentile passerby and convince him instant- 
ly of the fact that Jews are not Communists. 
Then there’s the neat little patriotic badge, done 
in stars and stripes on an enameled shield, which 
carries the legend “I’m American.” To be con- 
sistent, and to complete the denials of all charges 
against Jews, why not buttons announcing “Jews 
Are Not Bankers,” “Jews Are Not Cannibals,” 
“Jews Did Not Cause the Chicago Fire or the San 
Francisco Earthquake”? 

Please be assured hat we are not trying to be- 
little the efforts of all the good and sincere people 
who think they are helping the cause by wearing 
these buttons. If we believed it helped, we should 
be content to be covered with buttons from head 
to foot, like a coster at the Derby. But we fear 
that the simple act of wearing a button and then 
becoming reassured by doing so that we were 
doing something concrete to solve the Jewish 
problem would only serve to dull our vigilance 
and divert us from the pressing tasks facing us.

Z. Tygel Says Widespread Distribution of “Mein 
Kampf” a Mistake—What else but an aberration 
can we term the attitude of the publishers and 


sponsors of the unabridged English version—not 
one but three separate translations have been is- 
sued simultaneously in America——of Hitler’s 
“Mein Kampf”? To justify this step the publish- 
ers announced that the proceeds from the sale of 
the books would go to the refugees from Nazi- 
land. To obtain a favorable sale, they put forth 
the fallacious argument that the book would con- 
stitute its own boomerang, its own best enemy. 
In other words, it was assumed that by reading 
“Mein Kampf” Americans, being civilized and en- 
lightened, would quickly see through Hitler’s 
ridiculous pseudo-scientific ideas, that they would 
be revolted by his hysterical spoutings and would 
thus be better prepared to fight this arch-enemy 
of democracy. 

On such fantastic grounds, influential Jews as 
well as non-Jews have urged the widespread dis- 
tribution of this utterly contemptible, poisonous, 
horrible anti-Semitic work of a sinister paranoiac, 
who has succeeded, through a fateful concatena- 
tion of historical circumstances, in enslaving -the 
German nation and now seeks to enslave the rest 
of humanity. This is as much as to say: Let all 
and sundry read the “philosophy” of the Fuehrer 
—let all and sundry become acquainted with his 
program, cunningly contrived to appeal to the 
lowest instincts of the ignorant masses—let all 
and sundry ponder the words of “Mein Kampf” 
and conclude for themselves that the author is a 
menace to humanity. 

Do not these naive people realize how dangerous 
their procedure is? 

It, is noteworthy that the publishers querried 
the leading Jewish organizations in this country 
on the subject and sought permission to place 
their names on the list of prominent endorsers 
of the preposterous plan. The use of their names 
was refused by the Jewish organizations, but they 
did not utter one word of protest. Moreover, 
leaders of these organizations, in their individual 
capacities, did not hesitate to join the roster of 
sponsors. 

In consequence of this, the mania for spreading 
“Mein Kampf” has extended from the book pub- 
lishing field to the newspapers, some of which, 
including an important metropolitan daily in New 
York, are being emboldened to reprint Hitler’s 
venomous masterpiece in tabloid supplement form, 
to make it accessible to the hundreds of thousands 
who cannot afford the price of a volume. To 
justify this dangerous and inexcusable action, a 
few cartoons satirizing Hitler will be included, 
while those sections of “Mein Kampf” preaching 
hate of other powers and urging German suprem- 
acy over the world will be displayed in bold face. 
The newspapers, like the book publishers, have 
received the tacit approval of the Jewish leaders. 

Now, it seems to me, that if circulating “Mein 
Kampf” in this. wholesale fashion can be con- 
strued as a good campaign strategy against Hit- 
lerism, why not, with equal logic, lend our sup- 
port to the spread of the dastardly “Protocols of 
the Elders of Zion,” Father Coughlin’s anti- 
Semitic radio speeches and other propaganda ma- 
terial of the dark forces that are striving to de- 
stroy the Jews, democracy and civilization itself? 
It is sufficient to state this proposition to see the 

absurdity of it, arts

stintingly of time and thought and 
energy—all of this for the land— 
caused an exultation of the spirit 
which the writer had never know 
before. 

Completing his visit, having seen 
with his own eyes the miracles 
which have been performed in the 
reclaiming and rebuilding of the 
land, the author is convinced that 
he has found a home where there 
wiil be safety, security, serenity 
for heart and soul. 

Every lover of Eretz Israel 
should read this book for the new 
inspiration it will give.
